We can make 
an increase in pork fats more rapid­ 
ly than in vegetable or dairy fats. We 
must concentrate on an increased pro­ 
duction of hogs if we are to answer 
the world’s craving for fats. 
We can 
do this, this year. 
“ In addition to exports and normal 
domestic consumption, we have this 
year about one billion bushels of feed 
more than last. 
That is a 25 per cent 
increase. 
We have no corresponding 
number of anim als to feed it to, unless 
we begin to increase them at once. 
“ If term ers are to find markets for 
feed, it must be through an increase in 
animals. 
Let that increase be hogs. 
It is to every farm er’s vital advantage 
to do so. 
“ We need a ‘keep-a-pig’ movement in 
this country. 
If every suburbanite 
took one and fed it on the house gar­ 
bage he would increase our fat supply 
and leave our feed surplus for the in­ 
crease in other animals. 
“A properly cared for pig is no more 
insanitary than a dog. 
In Germany, 
4,00ft,OOO hogs are supported in this 
manner. 
The national welfare would 
be warrant ample for the necessary 
changes in our village and urban ordi­ 
nances to permit this.”

Associated Dailies of South­ 
ern California Rap Free 
Publicity Men Hard 


The high salaried press agent’s Job 
has gone a-glimmering—ditto the low 
salaried P. A.—if his job is dependent 
emireiy upon his ability to "work” 
the newspapers of Southern California 
for free publicity under the guise of 
Hews. 
His props were knocked from 
under him Saturday night by news­ 
paper publishers identified with the 
organization of Associated Dailies at 
the regular semi-annual meeting. The 
meeting was held at the Orange Coun­ 
ty Country Club, preceded by a fine 
banquet served by the club keeper. 
Forty representatives of the press 
Were in attendance, representing the 
leading dailies of Southern California 
outside of Los Angeles. 
The evils of 
the press agent were thoroughly dis­ 
cussed. They are responsible for enor­ 
mous amounts of reading m atter read i­ 
ng the desk dally of the newspaper 
editor, asking for free publication of 
news stories which have an advert is- 


promulgation of educational 
m atter 
with reference to increased produc­ 
tion, conservation of food, etc,, the 
publicity bureaus of the government 
not being included in the scope of the 
action against press agents. Criticism 
of the news bureau of the government, 
however, was not excluded from the 
general discussion of free publicity. 
Criticism was on the point of duplica­ 
tion of matter, as many as four and 
five articles covering practically the 
same Subject being sent out, originat­ 
ing, of course, from different bureaus. 
The newspaper men were the guests 
of the Santa Ana Register, the Santa 
Ana Blade and the Orange Daily News. 
State Hooverizer Talks 
Ralph P. Merritt, head of the State 
Food Control Board, anv* one of the 
many able men who are giving their 
service to the government for $1 the ’ 
year, was a guest at the meeting, as 
was also Fred O’Brien, head of the 
publicity bureau of the State Food 
Administration, and Friend W. Rich­ 
ardson, state treasurer and president 
of the Editorial Association of Califor­ 
nia. 
M erritt laid the cards of the food 
administration on the table and gave 
the newspaper men a straightforward 
talk as to what the departm ent want­ 
ed and what it could and would do un­ 
der certain conditions. 
“Increased production of those es­ 
sentials to the winning of the war is 
one thing we must have,” declared 
Merritt. 
“There m ust be no dissen- 
tion in the ranks of the producers and 
one of the greatest services the news­ 
papers can render the administration 
is to urge the larm era in their com­ 
munities to put forth every effort to 
increase production. 
“The people of the West have suf­ 
fered far less than the jieople of the 
East from a shortage of commodities. 
You have not yet commenced to feel 
the effect of the shortage of sugar. It 
is because we have not been able to 
secure transportation.
